DEATH OF CHAS. DAEWIH 


T0E LIFE AND WORK OF THE LHIM \T 


NATUEALIST 


[From theN Y.Times] 


The aanonncement that Cnarles Bobert 


Darwin died on Wednesday at bis resi 
dence, Down Home, ntir Orpington, will 
be read by very few individuals who have 
not some degree of acquaintance with the 
physical theories formulated and taught 
by this distinguished naturalist, however 
scanty may be thtu actual knowledge of 
his works. Darwin has been read muub, 
but talked about more. Since the publica- 
tion of his work "On the Origin of Species'' 
in 1859, and particularly within tbe eleven 
years which Lave elapsed since his l*Dt 
seent ol Man" was given to the world, he 
bas been the most widt^y known of living 
thinkers. Doctrines such as be stt forth 
could not long remain the exclusive prop 
efty of philosophers nor of educated neo- 
pfle. They made their way at once Into 
the reading and tfcought of tbe masses un 
til the slightest allusion to Darwinism was 
sure of instant recognition from even tbe 
most illiterate individual or audience 


The qualities and natural bent of his 


dear mind were inherited 
Hia father and 


grandfather were naturalists, though the 
latter, Dr. Erasmus Darwin, was a much 
more famous and productive man than his 
son, Dr. R W. Darwin. 
Erasmus Dar- 


win, a botanist el renown, is best known 
as tbe author of a remarkable poem called 
the "Botanic Garoen," which, though des- 
titute of the pottic feeling, shows Its author 
to have been deeply versed In tbe Llnnaean 
sy*tem of botany. Of Dr. R W. Darwin 
little is known suve that be was a member 
of tbe Royal Scciety. 
Charles Robert 


Darwin was bora it Shrewsbury, England, 
Feb. 12, 1809. 
His early education was 


received in the Shrewsbury 
Grammar 


School, under the tuition of Dr Butler. 
Ia 1825, when he was sixteen years old, be 
entered Edinburgh University, and re- 
mained there two years, going then to 
CbiUt's College, Cambridge, where be re- 
opived the degree ot Bachelor of Arts in 
1831. In December of tbe same year be 
was selected as a naturalist to make a voy- 
age of scientific exploration around the 
world on board the ship Bea«Ie. Five 
years w«re spent in this way. 
We may 


lairly suppose1 that Mr. Darwin was a nat- 
trallst of some competence and training 
when be set out on this voyage. The op- 
portunities for research, experiment, and 
study which iC f ave him, particularly 'flnr- 
iflg bis stay in South America, were fruit- 
ful In the materiel and hints oct of which 


I his later theories were evolved- Indeed, 
in geographical and geological distribution
